KNOCKED OUT BY COURT 


Supreme Judges Hold Registration Should 
Have Been Revised Before. Election—City’s 
Right’ to Issue Bonds’ Upheld.

of Police. 

The reorganization will include a 
revision of the boundary lines of 
police diatricts so that they no 
longer will correspond with 
borders of city wards. This was 
suggested by the grand jury and 
Mayor Mackey said he was con- 
vinced it would be one of the most 
effective moves in divorcing the 
police from politics. 

To Dismiss Crooked Police. 

Mayor Mackey's plan contem- 
plates the dismissal of every mem- 
ber of the force against whom ever 
a suspicion of dishonesty has been 
directed by the grand jury and the 
dismissal or demotion of every 
man not exposed by the investiga- 
tion, but whose record shows d¢re- 
lictions of duty and inefficiency. 
It also includes the formation of 
a new ranking slate, with promo- 
tion based'on efficiengy rather 
fhan seniority, and the demotion of 
ranking officers who have failed 
to measure up to executive duties 
to the rank of patrolmen with at- 
tendant loss of puy. 

The Mavor said his reorganiza- 
tion plan would be put into etfect 
as soon after election as possible.

The Democratic 
candidate’s views, he added, would 
not provide for any more Govern- 
ment control of power than exists 
under the present Federal water 
power act. 

Borah Explains His Position.

campaign he had not-been inter-

Home Secretary Says Clergy Is 
Trying to Revive ‘‘Episcopal 
Autocracy.”’

LONDON, Oct. 31.—Home Sec- 
retary Sir William Joynson-Hicks 
last night assailed Bishops of the 
Church of England who have been 
asking their clergy to vote on the 
question of whether the church 
should defy the vote of the House 
of Commons and put into effect the 
prayerbook which Parliament has 
twice rejected. 

Sir William was one of the lead- 
ers of the opposition to the revised 
prayerbook in the debates in the 
House of Commons. Last night he 
accused the Bishops of acting 
without a sense of dignity, witk at- 
tempting to’ revive “episcopal au- 
tocracy,” with conniving at “habit- 
ual breaking of vows” by the 
clergy, with lending “active sup- 
port” to *“‘Romanizing” of the An- 
glican Church, and with refu-ing 
to recognize that the vote of the 
House of Commons may have been 
God’s answer to the prayers of the 
Bishops for guidance in a church 
crisis. 

“T cannot but feet,”” the Home 
Secretary declared, “that there is 
something perilousty near the pro- 
faneness in complete disreguri by 
man of the prornoters of the re- 
vised prayerbook of the fact that 
the action of the House of Com- 
mons may quite possibly have been 
a divine answer to the prayers that 
were offered up.”
